HE 1929 Convention 

of The Society of 

Philatelic Americans 

will be held on-Aug- 

ust 12, 138 and 14. 

As already an- 
nounced, the convention will be in 
Cleveland, Ohio, The Cleveland 
Stamp Club being the host for the 
occasion. 

On August 15th, 1894, the first 
convention of The Society was 
held at San Antonio, Texas. The 
membership at that time was 
slightly over the two hundred 
mark. 

Many who. occupied prominent 
positions in the philatelic world, 
at the time of the first convention, 
have passed on. Customs have 
gradually changed; countries that 
were issuing stamps at that time 
have doubled, and in most cases 
tripled their postal business. Other 
countries that were enjoying ex- 
istence in the latter years of the 
nineteeth century have faded from 
the map of the World, due to the 
fortunes of war or revolution. 


When the members and friends 
of The Society of Philatelic Amer- 
icans meet in Cleveland, during 
the coming August, memories that 
form a great portion of the back- 
ground of philatelic history will 
be brought up. Secretary William 
Lycett, when he attends the thirty- 
fifth anniversary of the first con- 
vention, will, no doubt, furnish the 
members in attendance, with many 
interesting anecdotes of former 
days, when, to most of us, a post- 
age stamp was merely a bit of 
bright color, 


Someone has said that mystery 
and suspense adds enchantment 
and to that end the committee on 
arrangements are withholding the 
definite schedule of the program 
for the Convention. 

Cleveland is recognized as one 
of the leading Convention Cities of 
the Nation. It is situated within 
an “over night’s ride” of over one 
half of the population of the 
United States and Southern Can- 
ada. It is accessible by train, 
boat, motor road or air, for the 
more adventurous spirits. 

The Cleveland Hotel has been 
selected as the headquarters for 
the Convention. Located on the 
Public Square, the hub of North 
Central Ohio’s transit systems, it 
is easily reached by all routes. 

Reservation are starting to come 
in to the Convention Chairman, 
Howard W. Codding and contracts 


for advertising space in the Offi- 
cial Program are being sent in at 
a rate that speaks well for that 
publication. 

Stamp collectors, both members 
and non-members of The Society 
of Philatelic Americans, would do 
well to arrange their vacations to 
include this Convention.

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A news item of extreme interest 
and importance to that ever grow- 
ing branch of Philately,—Precan- 
cels, is in the purchase of the Pre- 
cancel Department of the Rotnem 
Stamp Co., Minneapolis, Minn., and 
the Standard Precancel Catalog, 
by the Hoover Brothers, 35 West 
33rd Street, New York. 

The transfer of the business 
took place March 20, 1929, and 
the new organization is function- 
ing at the new address under the 
direction of Miss Agnes Johnson, 
Manager, who has so capably di- 
rected the Precancel Department 
of the Rotnem Stamp Co., in Min- 
neapolis. 

Included in the transfer is a 
stock of precancels cataloging 
$35,000.00 and in addition the 
Hoovers have purchased two other 
general collections aggregating 
150,000 stamps and are in a posi- 
tion to supply any reasonable need 
of precancel collectors whether be- 
ginner or specialist. 

The Hoover Brothers have al- 
ready started action on the 1930 
catalog of precancels and it is 
hoped that a much improved edi- 
tion will be ready by September 
1929. The New Issue Editor for 
the next (1930) issue will be A. 
C. Bates, 5316 Harper A, Chicago, 
Ill., and it is asked that those who 
have new issues not listed in the 
1929 book, send a list with one 
specimen showing the cancella- 
tion to Mr. Bates without delay. 
Such stamps will be returned 
promptly as soon as they have 
been identified. 

This event which marks the be- 
ginning of a new era in precancel 
collecting, brings to mind the first 
catalog issued for the stamps of 
this branch of philately. The 
early catalog would be better des- 
ignated as check-lists. B. G. Bush- 
nell first took cataloging serious- 
ly when he devised a method of 
identifying a pre-cancellation by 
using what he called the Universal 
Style system. This simplified the 
hobby and since then it has been 
growing in leaps and bounds. In 
1924 Mr. Rotnem purchased Mr. 
Bushnell’s patents and copyrights 
on the system and, with each suc- 
cessive year since, has published 
a book each of which has been 
bigger and better than the year 
previous. The increasing interest 
in the hobby is reflected in the 
growing demand for the catalog. 

Precancel Collectors should feel 
confidence in this latest epoch in 
the history of their hobby. To 
have two capable hard-headed busi- 
ness men interest themselves fi- 
nancially in this project of the 
catalog and business tends toward 
placing the hobby on a still firm-

er basis than has been indicated 
by its steady growth during the 
first eight years. And collectors 
of stamps other than precancels 
have in this occurrence occasion to 
consider seriously the inherent 
strength of precancels, a branch

Every postage stamp has a little 
story behind it. Approximately 
four thousand postage stamps, 
which are called commemoratives, 
particularly picture some _ great 
historic event. Commemorative 
postage stamps have been issued 
by approximately a hundred and 
forty nations. There are over four 
hundred events recorded by this 
vast array, covering probably 
more than a thousand years in 
subject matter, dating back as far 
as A. D. 925. 

While postage stamps may out- 
line for us, pictorially, the story of 
mankind, these special commemo- 
rative stamps definitely record cer- 
tain specific events. In 1925 the 
German Republic issued stamps 
celebrating the union of the fa- 
mous Rhineland with Germany in 
925 A. D. In 1195 was born St. 
Anthony of Padua; and in 1895 
Portugal and some Portugese 
colonies produced stamps featur- 
ing this saint born under the name 
of Ferdinand Martin de Bulhom. 
In 1926 Italy and her colonies 
brought out a set of stamps mark- 
ing the death of St. Francis of 
Assisi, October 3, 1226. Italy also 
remembered the death of her im- 
mortal poet Dante in 1921 with 
an issue recording the death of the 
poet in September of 1321, 


In 1473 Nicholas Copernicus the 
astronomer and scientist was born, 
and in 1923 Poland issued com- 
memorative stamps to mark the 
anniversary. In 1492 Columbus 
discovered America, which impor- 
tant event has been commemorat- 
ed on postage stamps of such 
countries as the United States 
(1893) Argentina, Honduras, Nic- 
aragua, Paraguay and Salvador 
(1892), while the likeness of Co- 
lumbus appears on many stamps, 
particularly on those from Peru. 
New Foundland was discovered by 
Henry Cabot in 1497, and New 
Foundland issued a_ historical 
series of postage stamps in 1897 
showing Cabot, Henry VII, and 
others connected with the discov- 
ery. 

In 1513 Balboa discovered the 
Pacific Ocean; Panama in 1913, 
celebrated the event with commem- 
orative stamps. In 1605 Don 
Quixote was published by Cervan- 
tes; and Spain commemorated the 
event—publication of the story— 


with a series issued in 1905, show- 
ing the likeness of the author and 
a few highlights from the classic 
story. The United States in 1907 
celebrated the founding of James- 
town in 1607 with a_ postage 
stamp. Canada in 1908 commem- 


orated the first white settlement 
at Quebec in 1608 by stamps. 
Russia in 1925 issued stamps 


commemorating the founding of 
the Russian Academy of Science 
in 1755. The Revolutionary War 
of the United States is commemo- 
rated by postage stamps of our 
country; from a picture of the 
signing of the Declaration of In- 
dependence thru many of the not- 
able battles, to the surrender of 
Burgoyne. 

A commemorative series of 1904 
put out by our country celebrates 
the Louisianna Purchase of 1803. 
A postage stamp of the United 
States commemorates, issued in 
1909, the birth of Lincoln, 1809. 
A memorial stamp announcing his 
death appeared in 1866. 

About ten events are recorded 
of the 16th century; twenty-one 
for the 17th century; almost a 
dozen for the 18th century; and 
nearly forty for the 19th! More 
than two hundred events have 
been commemorated by postage 
stamps for the twentieth century. 

Starting with precancelled post- 
age stamps, we may make an 
array of cities in the United 
States, Canada, Mexico, France, 
Austria, and other countries; and, 
underneath each stampic city, we 
may hinge the stamp or stamps 
which have to do with that city. 

For example, take the precan- 
cels of Belgium: from Leige, Lou- 
vain, Antwerp, Bruges, Gent, and 
the whole eighty-seven of Belgian 
cities, Under those of Brussels, 
Gent, Louvain, and a few others, 
may be hinged those postally used 
tuberculosis stamps showing the 
cathedrals of each of these places; 
further under the precancels Ant- 
werp, Louvian, and others, we may 
place the Belgian issues showing 
the harbor at Antwerp, the library 
at Louvain, and the others that 
tie up in this way. Thus we have 
a history and geography of post- 
age stamps, combined!

All are of the same pattern and 
on account of the high value, which 
Is equivalent to $50.00 in U. S. 
money, it should be evident they 
are not intended for ordinary post- 
age. Nothing is said in the French 
paper about stamps being official.

If President 
Gil of Mexico wants help in lick- 
ing the rebels, a lot of air mail 
collectors will no doubt volunteer. 


South American Air Mail Rates. 


Already dates have been an- 
nounced for first flights on the air 
mail route from Miami, via Cris- 
tobal and on to South America, 
but so many different dates have 
been mentioned that nothing is 
known for certain, It would seem 
that those who hope to get in on 
the first flights on this South 
American route had best send their 
covers to the postmaster at Miami 
with instructions to put them on 
the first flight and then wait till 
it happens. This should be done 
at once however as no one seems 
to know when it will break. 

Postage rates have been an- 
nounced and if you feel strong 
enough to meet the tariff that will 
be charged hop to it. 

Rates mentioned are from this 
country. 

Rate to Canal Zone is 25 cents 
per half ounce. To Colombia and 
Ecuador, 40 cents per half ounce; 
to Peru, 55 cents per half ounce; 
to Chile, 70 cents per half ounce. 

These rates must be fully 
paid. It will be noted they include 
—_ the postage and the air mail 
ees. 


Zeppelin Returns from Holy Land 


The Zeppelin has returned to its 
base at Fredrichshafen, after an 
81 hour sky trip of 5000 miles. 
Four mail bags containing 17,000 
letters were dropped over Jerusa- 
lem, several other bags of mail 
were dropped over Telax Aviv, 
Palestine. 

Covers from this flight should 
be in America early this month.

EVENTS OF 1928 


The year 1928 was colorful in 
the production of stamps which 
recorded current events and which 
commemorated past deeds, In this 
year Argentina issued its first air- 
mail stamp, and Chang Tso-lin 
celebrated his coming to power 
with an issue of Chinese stamps 
bearing Chinese flags and Chang’s 
portrait. There were four denom- 
inations of the ‘Chang Stamps’. 

Lindbergh was honored by Costa 
Rica and Cuba; the former country 
surcharging a 12c issue 10c, and 
the latter with a 5c surcharge, and 
the inscription translated ‘Febru- 
ary 28, 1928’. 

The Pan-American Congress was 
also held in Cuba, and honored 
with Cuban stamps for the event 
with ten adhesives which are a 
good example of a current event 
recorded by postage design. 

The 50th anniversary of English 
entrance into Cyprus was signal- 
ised by a series of postage, with 
historic designs. The philosopher 
Zeno, King Richard the Lion 
Hearted, a map of Cyprus, and a 
few scenes are represented on the 
great series which was withdrawn 
from the postoffices in the first 
part of 1929. 

The International Medical Con- 
gress meeting in Egypt, at Cairo, 
was recorded as a current event, 
by two Egypt postage stamps. 
Latvia and Lithuania each cele- 
brated the tenth year of independ- 
ence with an issue of stamps 
apiece, And King Michael of Ru- 
mania, the boy-ruler, had his por- 
trait on Rumania’s postage. The 
centenary of Ibsen, the playwright 
was commemorated with four 
stamps by Norway. And Uruguay 
brought out in 1928 three impor- 
tant issues: one being commemo- 
ration of the battle of Las Mis- 
siones a hundred years ago, a sec- 
ond being celebration of a new 
railway between San Carlos and 
Rocha, and the third an Olympic 
celebration issue with three 
stamps. 

The 150th anniversary of the 
discovery of Hawaii by Captain 
James Cook was celebrated by 
overprinting U. S. current stamps. 
The commemoration of the found- 
ing of the Belgian Congo 
Free State brought out a series 
from Belgium. The 70th birth- 
day of Gustavus V of Sweden 
called for semi-postals. And the 


10th anniversary of the Red Army 
was recorded by new Russian ad- 
hesives. 

The new Netherlands to Dutch 
East Indies airmail route was re- 
corded by the issuance of two air- 
mail stamps, and the Lebanon Re- 
public, within the French republi- 
can dominions was advertised on 
Lebanon postage. 

Every year in writing a review 
of the year or so previous, the 
philatelist may obtain many items 
of interest. These show current 
events and commemorate past 
deeds. This striving to portray 
what is happening around the 
world today by stamps makes for 
a fascinating pastime. 





The 8 pence stamp of New 
South Wales shows a bird with a 
high standing plumbed tail. This 
is called the lyre bird. On the 
same series, issued in 1888-89, the 
2 pence stamp shows us another 
peculiar specimen. It is the emu, 
which is used in cross word puz- 
zles a lot! If you have that stamp 
show it to mother or brothers or 
sister and let them see what an 
emu looks like. 





A one penny New Zealand 
stamp of 1923 shows a map of 
that country which is an island. 
Doesn’t it look like a foot and 
shoe? It is almost a foot upside 
down, and makes you think of 
someone kicking! Then look at 
the shape of Italy, and you'll find 
another foot. Thus we have two 
feet shaped on the map of the 
world. 


U. S. HISTORY ON STAMPS 


The Monessen News-Call of 
Monessen, Pa., in an editorial in a 
recent issue remarks that if one 
were to make an unique history 
of the United States that probably 
the stamp collector would be the 
most able to do this. It points out 
that much of the history of this 
country has been pictured on Com- 
memorative Postage Stamps of the 
past several years. 

The first commemoratives, the 
Columbians, appropriately start 
off with the discovery of America 
and other issues of the past few 
years, tell tales of the early days 
of this country.

There is no question about it 
that among readers of this paper 
are many to whom collecting of 
Bureau Print precancels is some- 
thing new and for their benefit I 
have written this little article. It 
is a well known fact that Bureau 
Prints are today the most popular 
precancels, because they have an 
authenticity which can never be 
brought in question as you readily 
will see from my write up. Many 
important U. S. collectors are 
specializing in them and it is not 
too late for you to get started 
and if you do I promise you the 
merriest chase that you ever had 
with stamps. It will however take 
you sometime to get a complete 
collection even if there are only 
1493 varieties issued to date, many 
of them are real rarities and will 
make a good investment, that is if 


you can get them. There will be 
no lack of interest either because 
new varieties even from cities that 
have not used Bureau Prints be- 
fore are coming out right along. 


History of Bureau Print Precancels 

It was in 1916 that our govern- 
ment first conceived of lessening 
the labor at the individual offices 
using precancels in quantity by 
having the stamps precancelled at 
the time of manufacture. Au- 
gusta, Maine, Springfield, Mass., 
and New Orleans, La., responded 
to the idea and the following 
stamps perforated 10, were issued 
precancelled in uniform’ type. 
Augusta 1c; Springfield 1c to 20c 
inclusive, New Orleans, 1, 2, 3, 6c 
and 1, 2c postage dues. 

Nothing further was done along 
this line until the advent of the 
Stickney Rotary Press. It now 
became practical to precancel on 
a large scale. The stamps in sheet 
form to bear the precancellation 
must be ordered in half-million 
quantities and the coils in quarter 
million. 

Unlike other precancelled 
stamps these are all printed and 
precanceled complete in one opera- 
tion. 

The plain paper is first supplied 
from a roll and passes through 
the rotary press and receives the 
stamped impression necessary to 
make it a U. S. Postage Stamp. 
From there it is conveyed through 
and electric heating unit which 
dries the ink of the first impres- 
sion. Then it passes through the 
precanceling cylinder and comes 
out a precanceled stamp. 

The precanceling cylinder is ap- 
proximately 3 inches in diameter. 
Four’ electro-type plates are 
clamped to the roll to make a com- 
plete roll. 

Each plate consists of 50 sub- 
jects (10 long and 5 around) and 
reaches half way round the roll. 
Each complete revolution prints 
two sheets of 100 each side by 
side. 

A cylinder about half the length 
of above is used for the coil 
stamps. Each section of coil plate 
has 25 subjects (5x5) and four 
are necessary to precancel 100 at 
each revolution (10x10). 

The ink is fed to the precancel- 
ing cylinder from a_ reservoir 
through a series of five rolls. 

After being precanceled the con- 
tinuous sheet is again passed 
through an electric heating unit 
and dried before being rolled on 
a cylinder at the far end of the 
press. 

The gumming and perforating 
are a later process and are applied 
in the usual manner (Gummed and 
then perforated).

RED CROSS CHRISTMAS 
SEALS CORRECTION

been imprinted as you indi- 
cated in your letter. = 

I now have a copy of this seal 
and note that it is not surcharged 
but is an integral part of the de- 
sign and instead of the inscription 
being “Bonne Sante” it is “Bonne 
Annee” and the year date is 1929 
instead of 1928.
